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A CALUMET HOTEL 
GOES UP IN SMOKE 


COMM ERCIAL HOUSE W A S D E - 
STORYED T H IS MORNING. 


Ail the Inmates Escape, and the Loss 
Is About $ 15,000, Partially Insured 
— Property Valued at $620 000 De­ 
stroyed by Flames a t Chicago— 
Other Fires. 


Colomet, Wig.. Nev. 22—[Special], 
—The Ccmmerciai hotel, 
on Fifth 
street, burned early this morning. 
The inm ates all escaped. 
The loss 
will be about $15,000 w ith an i n s t ­ 
ance of $5,000. 
Chicago, Nor. 22 —The Excelsior 
building, at Canal and Jackson streets, 
and an eight-story brick structure im­ 
m ediately adjoining it at Nos. 171 and 
173 South Canal street, were destroyed 
by fire between 3 and 4 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon. 
Not less than thirteen valuable m an­ 
ufacturing plants belonging to various 
firms and located in the two build­ 
ings were lost, including those of the 
Shober & Carqueville Lithographing 
Company, the Charles Emerich Fea­ 
ther Company, and the large estab­ 
lishm ent of 
Strouss, Eisendrath & 
Drom, and others equally well known. 
The total loss is not less than $620,000. 
The fire was a hard one to subdue, and 
attended w ith no little danger. 
The escape of several hundred girls 
from the Strouss, Eisendrath & Drom 
factory was made possible by coolness 
and decision, b u t several of these suf­ 
fered from frig h t and sustained slight 
bruises. 
Before the fight with the fire 
was ended Chief Swenie had exhausted 
the regular calls for engines and had 
to specially summon tw enty more. 
The fire started in the rear part of 
the fourth floor of the Excelsior build­ 
ing, occupied by Charles Emerich & 
Co., dealers in feathers. A small blaze 
was seen issuing from the windows of 
the renovating room, and the men em­ 
ployed there attem pted to extinguish 
it by pouring w ater on it. 
The spread 
of the flames was remarkable, and be­ 
fore the alarm had been spread through 
the building a good-sized blaze was 
developed. 
It spread quickly to every 
portion of the large room, and the em­ 
ployes barely had time to gather their 
own belongings and reach the street. 
The cause of the fire, as given by 
employes on the fourth floor, was that 
an explosion of dust occurred in the 
renovating room. 
An air shaft in the 
rear of the building helped the spread 
of the fire to the three floors above, 
and before the first detachm ent of the 
fire departm ent had arrived the fire was 
raging in the fourth, fifth, sixth and 
seventh floors. 
On the sixth floor serious loss of life 
was narrow ly averted by the presence 
of mind of several young women and 
men. 
That floor was occupied by 
Strouss, Eisendrath & Drom, shirt 
m anufacturers. 
Over 400 girls were 
employed on this floor, and while the 
flames were burning below them for a 
space of several 
minutes they re ­ 
mained at their work, unconscious of 
the danger. 
Before they were made 
aw are of the fact th at a fire was in 
progress smoke commenced to pour 
into the main room where they were 
w orking a t their sewing machines. 
The cry of fire was raised and confu­ 
sion followed on all sides. A rush was 
made for the cloakrooms, and many of 
the women were badly crushed, but 
not seriously injured. 
A panic fol­ 
lowed the first alarm , and but few 
wrere able to get their wraps. 
Three 
elevators in this portion of the build­ 
ing were running, and the frightened 
seamstresses crowded and pushed to 
gain entrance into the cars. 
Those 
who were brushed aside took to the 
stairw ays and found a way to the 
street in this way. 
Officers Brennan 
and Maloney of the Desplaines street 
police station were standing a t the 
corner of Jackson and Canal streets. 
They heard the cry of fire from people 
in the building and hastened to the 
lire alarm box and turned in the 
alarm. 
They then ran into the build 
ing and rendered valuable assistance in 
getting the frightened girls from the 
building. 
An exciting scene moved the crowd 
Tat one time. 
Four firemen from en 
gine company No. IT were standing on 
the landing of the fire escape at the 
fourth floor directing a stream into the 
windows at th at floor. 
They were 
unconscious of the tact th at the fire 
w as nearing them. 
The shouts from 
their superiors and the cries of warn- 
Tno- by the spectators were not heard 
•bv' them. 
Bricks and hot pieces of 
cornice work fell in every direction, 
^ ( 1 many tim es narrow ly missed the 
'four on the fire-escape. 
The heat 
was intense. 
They finally saw the 
dr.Hirer th at threatened them.

away and the two fire engines sta­ 
tioned there were pulled to a safe 
place.

Geneva, Ind., Nov. 22.—Ten busi­ 
ness houses and one dwelling were 
burned here yesterday. 
Oliver Mar­ 
tin is in jail charged with having 
caused the lire, and the people threat­ 
en to lynch him. The loss will amount 
to $25,000, w ith but a small per cent of 
insurance. 
This is the fifth large fire 
here w ithin three months, one alone 
am ounting to over $100,000 loss. 
The

Block Burned at Danbury, Conn.

IT WAS A TRICK OH THE SULTAN’S 


Turkey Ruler Has Broken Faith with the 
Powers—Massacres Feared. 
Constantinople, Nov. 22.—Matters do 
not look as bright here as they did yes­ 
terday. 
The professed determination 
of the sultan to act energetically in sup­ 
pressing the disorders in Asia Minor 
had a decidedly good effect here and 
elsewhere, and 
the troubles 
which 
threatened to cause the disruption of 
the Turkish government were looked 
upon as almost ended. But a further 
jarring has occurred, and it is once 
more Bahri Pasha who is the disturb­ 
ing element. 
This notorious official 
made himself so conspicuous by his 
cruelty to Armenians and maladminis­ 
tration of his district when Governor 
of Van that the British ambassador, 
Sir Philip Currie, insisted upon his re­ 
moval. After considerable correspond­ 
ence on the subject, and plain evidence 
of the pasha’s unfitness for his position 
having been furnished to the sultan, 
the latter removed the pasha. Bahri, 
however brought the strongest influ­ 
ence to bear upon Abdul Hamid, pro­ 
tested his 
innocence of the 
charges 
brought against him, claimed that his 
removal was brought about by the in­ 
trigues of the Armenians and eventu­ 
ally he was not only forgiven, but was 
decorated with the Order of the Osman- 
ieh and complimented upon his efforts 
to suppress disorder. 
Soon afterward it was rumored that 
Bahri Pasha was to be appointed to 
command the large force of Turkish 
troops being concentrated at Marash 
for a movement upon Zeitoun, which is 
held by the Armenians, who had cap­ 
tured the Turkish garrison, consisting 
of about four hundred men. This re­ 
port raised such a storm of indignation 
in diplomatic and other circles here that 
the plan was abandoned, if, indeed, it 
had been formed.

The bad impression 
which this has produced can hardly be 
exaggerated, for the diplomats feel that 
it will be almost impossible to prevent 
him from pursuing the same tactics at 
Aleppo as he did at Van. Upon receiv­ 
ing the news of Bahri Pasha’s appoint­ 
ment to the m ilitary command of Alep­ 
po the representatives of the powers 
held a meting and joined in a note to 
the Turkish government saying that 
they cannot answere for the conse­ 
quences which might ensue should the 
Armenians of Zeitoun be massacred 
after their surrender, which the Ar­ 
menian patriarch, at the instance of the 
representatives of the powers, is en­ 
deavoring to bring about in order to 
prevent further bloodshed. A dispatch 
received here from Aleppo says that the 
greatest alarm still prevails there. 
Hurried and frequent councils of the 
ministers are being held at .the palace 
and some plain language is said to 
have been used by the sultan. That a 
sweeping rout of the present cabinet 
is contemplated nobody doubts; indeed, 
people are astonished that it did not 
take place when the sultan underwent 
his change of mind as a result of the 
assembling of the foreign fleets. 
The British fleet is still at Salonica, 
and the French and Italian fleets are at 
Smyrna, about 200 miles from Salonica. 
Smyrna and Salonica, 
however, 
are 
about an equal distance from the en­ 
trance to the Dardanelles. 
The United States minister, Alexan­ 
der W. Terrell, at the request of the 
American missionaries at Kharput, has 
prevailed upon the Turkish government 
to telegraph orders 
to the 
Turkish 
commander there to furnish the mis­ 
sionaries with an escort of troops to 
conduct them to the nearest point on 
the Black sea coast, possibly Trebi- 
zond, in order that ehey may embark 
for this city. Mr. Terrell has also ad­ 
vised the missionaries in other dis­ 
turbed districts to retire from their 
posts for a time so that their pesence 
may not be made the excuse fo fur­ 
ther disorder. It is believed that this 
suggestion will be adopted in several 
cases at ’.east. 


Charles Hurd Taken from the Jail and 
Swung from a T ree—Doors W ere 
Battered Down—Young Man W as 
Charged with Killing Three Peo­ 
ple—Other Crimes. 


Knoxville,. Tenn.r Nov. 22.—Charles 
Hurd, the negro who murdered Jasper 
D. Kelley, a young white man, ten days 
ago, was taken from the jail at W art­ 
burg and lynched a t m idnight Wed­ 
nesday. A mob of 200 masked men gath­ 
ered three miles from the jail and 
marched in fours to the prison. A de­ 
mand was made on Jailer Langtry to 
“Open up.” This he refused to do and 
the door was broken open with a sledge 
hammer. 
When the mob was on the 
inside the jailer was forced to give up 
his keys. The negro was taken from hie 
cell and a rope placed around his neck. 
He was dragged to an oak tree, IOO 
yards distant, where he was swung up.

Mrs. B.#B. Eldredge has received 
from her niece, Mary H. Williams, 
president of the board of control of 
the N orth Adams (Mass.) hospital, a 
report showing how a hospital in a 
city of 13,000 people may be a suc­ 
cess.

The Water Tree. 
M. Ducharte recently made known to 
the French Academy of Sciences the re­ 
sults of an experiment made by M. 
Maxime Lecomte in Congo upon a tree 
of the genus Musenga. 
Upon making 
incisions in the trunk of it and placing 
a pail at the foot of the tree, more than 
ten quarts of pure water collected in 
thirteen hours. The gorillas, it seems, 
are in the habit of slacking their thirst 
at these hidden fountains, and regulate 
the flow of liquid at will by pulling off 
different sized branches. 
Many years 
ago Dr. Wallich found in the province 
of Martaban, Africa, a plant belonging 
to the same natural order, whose soft 
end porous wood discharged, when 
wounded, a very large quantity of pure 
and tasteless fluid, which was quite 
wholesome, and was used as a beverage 
by the natives. This plant was named 
by D r. Wallich the water vine, and was 
placed in the genus Phytocrene, which 
signifies “plant fountain.” These plants 
fo rm a remarkable exception to the 
usual character of the order, which em­ 
braces species that produce a milky 
ju ic e—such, for example, as the cele­ 
b ra te d cow tree, or Palo de Vaca of 
South America, which yields a copious 
u p p ly of a rich and wholesome milk, 
as good as that of the cow, and used for 
the sa m e purpose.

“Speaking of jumping,” said an old 
seaman who had been watching some 
boys playing leapfrog on the sands, “let 
me tell you of the greatest jump ever 
seen. It was many years ago, when I 
was little more than a lad, hut I was 
bow oarsman on a whale boat belong­ 
ing to the ship Henry Maples. We had 
bad luck for several weeks, when one 
day we sighted a big whale, and two 
boats set off in a race to see who would 
get there first. It was fairly smooth, 
what the sailors call a white cap breeze, 
and our boats faily flew over the water. 
Finally the whale rose not one hundred 
yards away, heading directly for us. 
The harpooner stood with his iron all 
ready to throw, while we grasped our 
oars nervously, prepared to jump at the 
word ‘stern all,’ that nearly always 
came when a whale was harpooned. 
Not a word was spoken, and suddenly 
a mountain of black appeared; it 
seemed to shut off the entire horizon 
Up it went until I distinctly saw a 
seventy foot whale over twenty feet in 
the air hovering over us. 
.“The mate was the first to regain his 
senses, and gave the command ‘stern 
all.’ Just as we were ready to spring 
overboard the boat shot back several 
feet, and the next second the gigantic 
animal dived into the ocean, just graz­ 
ing us, having completely passed over 
the boat in the biggest leap I ever heard 
of.” 
Such gigantic leaps are rare. A sim 
liar one was recorded by Dr. Hall, who 
at the time was a midshipman on the 
Ship Leander. They were lying in the 
harbor of Bermuda, when all handt 
were attracted by the appearance of 
very large whale that suddenly ap­ 
peared in the harbor and seemed very 
much alarmed by the shallow water, 
floundering about violently. The young 
midshipman joined a boat’s crew that 
started in pursuit, and just as they were 
about to strike the whale disappeared, 
sinking out of sight, leaving a deep 
whirlpool, around which the boat shot 
Before it stopped up came the whale, 
having in all probability struck the 
bottom, and went into the air like a 
rocket. “So complete was this enormous 
leap,” says Dr. Hall, “that for an in­ 
stant we saw him fairly up in the air, 
in a horizontal position, at a distance of 
at least twenty perpendicular feet ovei 
our heads. While in his progress up­ 
ward there %was in his spring some 
touch of the vivacity with which a trout 
or salmon shoots out of the water, but 
, he fell back again in the sea like a huge 
log thrown on its broadside, and with 
such a thundering crash as made all 
hands stare with astonishment, and 
the boldest held his breath for a time. 
Had the whale taken his leap one min­ 
ute sooner he would have fallen plump 
oil the boat.”
